and that cause is—paddy husks, . 

The outer coyermygs of the ricé- graing 
when. in éar, thé glumes of the flower of the 
rice plant, or paddy husks as we call them, 


.for the sake ot brevity, when removed from. 


the grain,are pressed into. earthen moulds 
and calcined, or bummed, a8 wood is when 
made into charcoal, with such a. deficienoy . . 
of oxygen, as_to prevent consumption of the 


‘substance or destruction of the texture ; 


the ‘result is cakes of a anbatance -which 
Chinese call ngd-fui, or tooth powder,.and - 
known to foreigners as knife powder; the . 
abundarice of silex in these paddy huske—a 
subtance which is contained by nearly -all 
gramiuaceous plants—iu extremely hard but - 
invisible gravules gives .to this. powder a 
remarkably:-stroug scouring power, sud 
this it'is which causes our knives.to wear 
away in Clina much faster than elsewhere.
